Statement of service for which the decorations 
have been awarded . On the 17th July 1949, Sub 
Inspector Ziaul Hoque, along with Sub - Inspector 
Govinda Chandra Das, an Assistant Sub - Inspector , 
and Constables Kamaluddin Ahmed , Dinesh Chandra 
Roy and Jogeshwar Bora , went to Naliapool Rallway 
Colonoy , Dibrugarh , Assam to investigate a caso. 
While an alleged accused in the case was being in 
terrogated, the Police party wag gurrounded by an 
unruly mob of men and women who demanded the 
immediate withdrawal of the Police. The two Sub 
Inspectors endeavoured to explain that they were 
concerned only with the investigation of the case , 
but, on a pre - arranged signal, the mob seized Sub 
Inspector Govinda Chandra Das dragged him away , 
and murdered him , Sub - Inspector Ziaul Hoque and 
his party made a bid to rescue Sub - Inspector Govinda 
Chandra Das from the murderous assault . The mob 
retaliated by attacking the Police with acid bulbs and 
lathis . Sub - Inspector Ziaul Hoque wag overpowered 
and rendered unconscious, but Constables Kamalud 
din Ahmed , Jogeshwar Bora and Dinesh Chandra 
Roy continued to resist the attack and succeeded in 
removing him to a place of safety . But for their 
gallantry Sub - Inspector Ziaul Hoque would have 
been killed .
